SMELTING IRON ORE WITH ANTHRACITE IN AMERICA. 


We extract from the American Miners’ Journal, the following speeches 
of Mesars. Nicholas Biddle and George William Farqubar, delivered at 
the dinner given by William Lyman, Esq., in commemoration of the 
triumphant success of the experiments for smelting iron with anthracite, 
at Pottsville, Pennsylvania, 14th January, 1840. Some editorial remarks 
on the subject will be foand in asother part of our Journal. 

NicHoLas Bippre, Esq., returned thanks for the kind feelings with which 
the sentiment had been received, and which he assured the company were 
cordially reciprocated by himself aod bis companions. We have visited 
Potteville, he said, at the request of some of its inhabitants, as umpires to 
decide on the resalt of an experiment for making fron with anthracite coal. 
We have accordingly inspected the whole process, and after personal exami- 
nation and inquiry, give it as our | mt that the difficulties which have 
hitherto prevented the success of all similar efforts in this country are now 
fianlly removed, and that the question is definitively settled, that irom can be 
readily and perfectly made with anthracite coal. To our friend, Mr. Lyman, 
then, who projected aad executed this experiment, we award the honours of 
a complete triumph—honoars richly deserved, which we trust he may long 
enjoy. It ts not, however, the al success of any private citizen, how- 
ever estimable, which gives interest to this assemblage. It is because his 
success is in truth the triumph of all this community—of ail this State and 
of our common country. In promoting these great objects, the event which 
we thie day celebrate is second to none; and standing, as we now are, at the 
turning point of so many important changes, we may be indulged in antici- 
pating some of the consequences to be derived from them. I need not say 
that the two substances which have most contributed to the comfort and the 
civilisation of the world are coal aod iron. The naturalists have asserted 
that the chief ingredient of the richest precious stones is carbon—and that 
after all a diamond and a conlis the same thing. The comparison disparages 
the coal, since certainly for every purpose of human comfort und enjoyment, 
the coal outweighs all the gems that ever glistened at all the coronations of 
all the sovereigns of the carth. As to iroo, is it not far more valuable than 
all the miscalled precious metals? The best friend of man—his companion 
in every stage of his civilisation from the rough ploughshare to the compli- 
cated steam-ship. These elements of wealth, the coal and the iron ores, 
were scattered profusely over this country, but some inexplicable mystery 
kept them asunder, The coal in its flercestintensity could make no impres- 
sion upon these impracticable masses —and the adjoining hills which con- 
tained them, frowned on each other as upon neighbours, who could never 
be united. At length by one of those happy inspirations which confound all 
reasoning, the whole obstacle was removed in a way so simple, that every 
body understands it, and every body wonders it was never dreamed of till 
now. Whee these ores and coal were put together in a furnace, the fire was 
kept up by a stream of cold air. To this process the ore refused to yield. 
At last 4 projector tried what impression he could make by a stream of hot 
air, and the ores instantly gave up their treasures—like the traveller in the 
fable, who only wrapped himself the closer before the eold wind, but could 
not resist the sunshine. And this, after all, is the great mystery—the sub- 
stitution of what ia called the hot blast for the cold blast. Let us see the 
changes which this simple discovery are destined to make. As long as the 
iron ores and the coal of the anthracite region were jacapable of fusion, the 
ores were catirely useless, and the coal neatly unavailable for manufactures, 
while asthe disappearance of the timber, made eharcoal very expensive, the 
iron of Eastern Peansylvania was comparatively small in quantity and high 
in price, and the defective communications with the interior made its trans- 
portation very costly. The result was that with all the materials of sup- 
plying iron in our owa hands, the coustry has been obliged to pay enormous 
sums to Europeans for this necessary. é two years alone— 1836-7, the im- 
portations of iron aad steel amounted to upwards of twenty-four millions of 
doliars. The importations for the last five years have been about forty -nine 
milllons ofdollars. Ut is especially mortifying to see that even in Pennsy! 
vania, there has been introduced within the last seven years, exclusive of 
hardware aod cutlery, nearly 80,000 tons of iron, and that of these were 
about 49,000 tons of railroad iron, costing probably three millions and a half 
of dollars, Nay, this very day, in visiting your mives, we saw at the farthest 
depths of these subterranean passages, that the very coal and {ron were 
brought to the mouth of the mines* on rail tracks of British iron, manufac 
tured in Britain, aod sent to us from a distance of 3000 miles. This depen- 
dence is deplorable, It ought to cease for ever, and let us hope that with 
the new power this day acquired, we shall rescue ourselves hereafter from 
such a costly humiliation, Weowe it to ourselves, not thus to throw away 
the bounties of Providence which in these very materials has blessed us with 
a profusion wholly uaknown elsewhere. The United States contain, accord 
ing to the best estimates, not less than 80,000 square miles of coal—which is 
about sixteen times as much as the coal.measures of ali Europe. A single 
one of these gigantic masses runs about 900 miles from Poonsylvania to Ala- 
bama, sad must iteelfembrace 50,000 square miles, equal to the whele sur- 
face of Kagland Proper. Confining ourselves to Pennsylvania alone, out of 
fifty-four countios of the state no less thaa thirty have coal and iron in them. 
Out of the 44,000 square miles which form the area of Penasylvania, there 
are 10,000 miles of coal and iron, while all Great Britain and Ireland have 
only 2000, so that Pennsylvania has five times as much coal and iron as the 
country to whieh we annually pay cight or ten millions of dollars for iron. 
Again, the anthracite coal-flelds of Penasylvania are six or cight times as large 
as those of South Wales. Of these great masses it may be said confidently 
that the coal and the iron are at least as rich in quality and as abundant in

It then required 
no great foresight to predict that well directed industry, and a system of 
correct legislation, subserving her natural advantages, must elevate Penn. 

Cana's and railroads 
have since intersected her fertile valleys and penetrated her ore fraught hills, 
Permit me here to advert to a trait in this jes of im ment 

and exclusively American. In the old world, canals and railroads, and more 
particularly the latter, were preceded in the regions through which they 
passed, by all the other concomitants of civilised life, by agriculture and the 
arts. Here they were the heralds in the march of improvement, and pio. 
neered the path of civilisation int» the wilderness. The startled deer in the 
very bosom of his native wilds found bis wonted daily path erossed by the 
track of the railroad, and the pick of the miner scared the wolf from his 
rocky den. Nor is it improbable that in a very few years the clang of the 
locomotive will add terror to the headlong flight of the buffalo over the 
boundless prairies of the west. To return from this digression. The pro« 
duets of agriculture and the riches of the mine have been made accessible 
continuous chains of internal: improvement. We then attained the 

great era in the annals of our internal resources ; and in the pause which en~ 
sued, those who had been prominent in effecting this great result were hailed 
as the benefactors of the State. Permit me to assert that the eppheation of 
anthracite to the smelting of iron forms the third great era, and not the least 
important in the history of the progressive improvement of Pennsylvania, 
The distinguished gentleman who first sthianad oe, delighted us with his 
vivid and graphic description of the iron age of Pennsyivania; when iroa 
roofed houses, and iron covered roads should add stability and safety to our 
constructions oa land, and iron-sided vessels navigate not only our rivers, 
but old ocean itself. That this iron age would in fact be the golden one for 
Pennsylvania may readily be conceded. While I coincide in and admire his 
enlarged, liberal, and patriotic views of the great general benefits to be pro. 
duced by the almost universal application of our great staple, I will endea. 
vour perhaps in a more cootracted and selfish spirit to exhibit some of the 
advantages which may accrue to Schuylkill County. The gentleman whom 
we last had the pleasure of hearing, has said that afew furnaces would 
double in amount the value now produced in this coal region. That this ob- 
servation is strictly correct, may be demonstrated. The coal sent to market, 
for a few years past, may in round sumbers be estimated at 400,000 tons 
aonum. Ata very liberal computation, it may have produced bere an ave 
rage price of 83 per ton, Thus we have $1,200,000 as the annual product 
of our coal, and upon this in a great degree all of us, whatever may be our 
vocations, are directly or indirect!y dependent for subsistence. Now let us 
see what would be produced by only ten furnaces located in our region, and 
we will put the whole calculation upon a moderate end practical basis ; pre. 
dicating the work to be done by steam, and taking the data from the best and 
most recent sources of information. Supposing that each of these ten fure 
ances made 80 tous per week, we have a product of 800. Allowing fifty 
working weeks in the year, we have 40,000 tous of metal ran into pigs, 
These 40,000 at 830 per ton will yield 81,200,000 per annum—an amount, 
as we have shown, equal to that produced by the coal at present. But let 
us pursue this matter a little farther. By adding the suitable machinery, 
these 40,000 tons of pig metal may here be converted into 30,000 tons of 
bar iron, Valuing these bars at 880 per ton, we have #2,400,000—an 
amount double the present annual product of the regiov, and all this in ad- 
dition to the existing business. Thus, if we merely run’our ore into pigs, 
we have 1,200,000 per annum, to add to the 81,200,000 now produced by 
our coal. If we drew this iron into bars, we have 82,400,000 per annum ig 
addition, or, in other words, we shall have &3ifor every one we produce now. 
This great amelioration may be created by an investment of capital scarcely 
equalling a sixth of that expended in opening our coal mines. Let us view 
this new source roduetion in its effects u the interests of the coal 
proprietor and the labouring class. Let us sce the iocrease of coal which is 
needed to keep these furnaces in blast, and the rolling mill and tilt hammer 
in activity, It is computed that three tons of coal are required to smelt cach 
ton of pig metal. Then the miner must deliver 120,000 tous of conl to make 
our 40,000 toes of iron. Each ton of bars will prequire three additional tons 
of coal. The 30,000 tons of bars then will require 90,000 tons of coal more— 
makiog the whole amount for iron so manufactured, 210,000 tons. But the 
revenue of the laud owner and the wages of the miner are not dependent on 
the coal merely. It requires three tons of ore to supply a ton of metal. 
Thus our 40,000 tons of iron will use 120,000 tons of ore. Another most 
important consideration in this new branch of industry is the great value 
whieh it will bestow upon parts of our coal region hitherto unproductive. 
We have numerous veins in which the coal is found in abundance, but too 
soft to be marketable. Although this coal is of too fragile a character to 
bear transportation, it is admirably adapted for steam-engines. By placing 
our farnaces in the vicinity of these soft veins, we can redeem their character, 
aod render valuable whole ranges of our region hitherto believed to be va« 
lucless. Nor is this all. There seems to bea sort of alchymy about this 
iron business that transmits everything into gold. We have mouatains of 
small coal hiding the approaches to our mines and impeding the operations 





quantity as those of Great Britain, with this most material distinction in 
their favour, that they ile abowe the water level, and are easily accessible, 
while many ef the mines of England are a thousand or fifteen hundred foet 
below the surface, With these resources you would have abundant employ- 
ment, if you could only supply the present wants of the country, for which 
we are now depeadent on foreigners. But the sphere of demand is every day 
widealng for the consumption of iron, The time has come when nothing 
but iron roads will satisfy the impatience of travellers and the competitions 
of trade, The time is a ching when iron ships will supplant these 
heavy, short-lived, and tallvoanahie structures of wood.

ON RETURNING SILVERY LEAD ORES. 
TO THE ESITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 
Sia,—As I am requested, both by your t ‘* Cornubiensis, 
and yourself, to reply to the observations in your paper of last Saturday, 
I do so by stating that, so far from wishing to mislead the miner, or en- 
| gender prejudices against the smelter, my object has solely been to sug- 
gest such means as would render the ores more valuable to the miner, by 
properly returning them, and prevent the prevalent opinion of the smelters 
having undue advantages by heavy returning charges. If your corre- 
spondent understood = he paper, he would see that the comparative return- 
| ing charges for poor “‘ass of copper and lead ores is the best method of 
| proving, to the silver-lead miner, the advantages accruing, oy bringing his 
work to a rich produce in dressing. 

I observed, in my last paper, that, for poor class"of copper ores, a 
| higher standard is obtained, and even with the heavy returning charges 
| they are subject to, in comparison with their copper produce or contents, 
| this high standard, or price, makes it advantageous ;¢o sell them as poor 
| ores, rather than concentrate them to a richer qual ity, even when it is 


” 





| possible to do so, but which is not always the case; from these ores no 
| deduction is made for loss in the process of smelting, and here is the dif- 

ference in the economy of returning the two class of ores—for instance, 
| the 1 ewt. of silvery-lead, deducted from ore containing 4 in 20, would 

be 25 per cent., for that containing 8 in 20, 12) per cent., and that con- 
| taining 12 ia 20 would be only 8} per cent. ; the returning charges on 

poor class of ore, without an increased price (as in copper ore), must also 
| be felt by the miner in the proportion to the lead and silver produce, 
| while the allowance of the 1 cwt., and the one-seventh for loss, although 
only valuable in proportion to the quality, mast still go into account in 
returning certain class of work to advantage. 

** Coraubiensis "’ does not seem to comprehend my term of returning 
charges himself, as I believe is usual, considering the J/, 15s, as the re- 
turning charge, and the remainder as allowance for waste in smelting, 
&e. ; now, I beg to say, that when I superintended smelting works, many 
years ago, we received 2] ewt. for the ton in consideration of the ores 
being damp—this 1 ewt. being the allowance for the same—bat custom 
has now made it 21 ewt. dry ore; I therefore think it is but fair to caleu. 
late the metallic contents of this 21 ewt., not that fora moment I consider 
silvery-lead ores can be smelted without a considerable loss, or that 
Bl. 15s. or 41, 15s. would cover this loss and expenses of operation ; but 
as he doubts that these deductions and returning charges have often 
amounted to 8/., and even more, I beg to subjoin my calculations, from 
parcels of ores actually sold, and assays made in the usual manner, nor 
do I this ** to draw deductions to the prejudice of the smelters,’’ but my 
object is to point out any improvements of method or process to the ad. 
vantage of the mining interests. I am glad to find that * Cornubiensis"’ 
agrees with me in regard to the gain obtained by the concentration of 
| poor classes of ores (which indeed was the main object of my paper), and 

even gives so strong a proof that such silver-lead ores veither answer the 
miners or smelters purpose, that oves have been thus concentrated, after 

arriving at the smelting works, I say miner, ax well as smelter, as it 
| stands to reason, that if the miner has had all the deduction made from 
| the poor ore, they would have been less from the rich—or, in other words, 
| he would have obtained more money for his ores had they been concen. 
| trated at the mine, and few mines there are which have not the local ad- 
vantage of doing so. 
Your correspondent challenges my devising a remedy forthe waste in 





the smelting process ; I can only say, that it is too much the unfortunate |

The examination of witnesses, and the discussions arising thereon, oc 
cupied nearly six hours. The jury returned a verdict for the plaiatiff— 
Damages 200/.

ON RETURNING SILVERY LEAD ORES. 
TO THE ESTTOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sia,—As I am requested, both by your “ Cornubiensis," 
and yourself, to reply to the observations in your paper of last Saturday, 
I do so by stating. that, so far from wishing to mislead the miner, or en- 
| gender prejudices against the smelter, my object has solely been to sug- 
gest such means as would render the ores more valuable to the miner, by 
properly returning them, and prevent the prevalent opiaion of the smelters 
having undue advantages by heavy returning charges. If your corre- 
spondent understood 5 he paper, he would see that the comparative return- 
ing charges for poor “ass of copper and lead ores is the best method of 
proving, to the silver-lead miner, the advantages accruing, oy bringing his 
work to a rich produce in dressing. 

I observed, in my last paper, that, for poor classSof copper ores, a 
higher standard is obtained, and even with the heavy returning charges 
they are subject to, in comparison with their copper produce or contents, 
| this high standard, or price, makes it advantageous ;o sell them as poor 
| ores, rather than concentrate them to a richer qual ity, even when it is 
| possible to do so, but which is not always the case; from these ores no 








deduction is made for loss in the process of smelting, and here is the dif. 
| ference in the economy of returning the two class of ores—for instance, | 
| the 1 cwt. of silvery-lead, deducted from ore containing 4 in 20, would 
| be 25 per cent., for that containing 8 in 20, 12) per cent., and that con- 
| taining 12 ia 20 would be only 8} per cent. ; the returning charges on 
| poor class of ore, without an increased price (as in copper ore), must also 
| be felt by the miner in the proportion to the lead and silver produce,
